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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To surely attach an article 
holder to a lining member inside a front pillar part so as to 
have a good appearance. 

SOLUTION: An opening 3 is formed in a lining member 2 
inside a front pillar part, an article holder 5 is attached to 
this opening 3 so as to be freely rotated and, accordingly, 
the article holder 5 is surely attached to the lining member 2. 
Also, since the article holder 5 is hidden inside the lining 
member 2 by rotating the article holder 5 to be placed in a 
housing position, the article holder 5 is housed in the front 
pillar part well, and thus an appearance is improved. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder characterized 
by attaching a goods holder in this opening free [ rotation ] by forming opening in the lining member 
inside the front pillar section of an automobile, and making this goods holder selectable to the 
exposure location which is the outside of said lining member, and the stowed position which is the 
inside of a lining member in the location of this goods holder by rotating. 

[Claim 2] Attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder according to claim 1 
with which said goods holder is characterized by having the cylinder-like-object-with-base-like 
pocket section. 

[Claim 3] Attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder according to claim 1 
or 2 with which said goods holder is characterized by having the engagement section which can 
engage with goods free [ engaging and releasing ]. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the structure of attaching in the front pillar section 
of an automobile a portable telephone and the goods holder which contains a writing implement etc. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As a goods holder for automobiles which contains accessories etc., a 
commercial item is a variety, and it is variously and it is almost the case which the goods holder of 
these commercial items carries out adhesion immobilization, or hooks it on the lining member of an 
automobile at the exit cone of an air-conditioner etc. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By the way, although it was desirable to attach in as near 
a location as possible from an operator as for the goods holder which contains goods with high 
operating frequency, such as a portable telephone and a writing implement, and the lining member 
inside for example, the front pillar section was mentioned as this location, this lining member had 
comparatively narrow width of face, and since it was not necessarily formed not on a flat surface 
but on the curved surface in many cases, it was difficult [ it ] to carry out adhesion immobilization of 
the goods holder of said commercial item. Moreover, since the above goods holders of a commercial 
item carried out adhesion immobilization or were hooked on the lining member of an automobile at 
the exit cone of an air-conditioner etc., it became what was projected from this lining member or the 
exit cone, and it was not able to be said that appearance was good. 

[0004] This invention was made in view of the above-mentioned situation, and aims at offering the 
attachment structure to the front pillar section of a goods holder which can attach a goods holder in 
the lining member inside the front pillar section with certainly and sufficient appearance. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, the attachment 
structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 1 of this invention makes the 
location of this goods holder selectable to the exposure location which is the outside of said lining 
member, and the stowed position which is the inside of a lining member by forming opening in the 
lining member inside the front pillar section of an automobile, attaching a goods holder in this 
opening, enabling free rotation, and rotating this goods holder. 

[0006] The lining member of said front pillar section is the thing made of resin prepared inside the 
iron front pillar which constitutes this front pillar section. Therefore, opening can be easily formed in 
this lining member in the case of resin shaping (injection molding etc.). In order to attach a goods 
holder in this opening, enabling free rotation, it carries out to the vertical section of a goods holder 
by forming the hole of a pair face to face at the inner circumference section of said opening, and 
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inserting said heights in the hole of this pair for the circumference of a shaft, enabling free sliding, 
while forming heights on the same axle, respectively. Moreover, when it is located in said stowed 
position, as for said goods holder, it is desirable to form so that the rear face of this goods holder 
and the front face of the lining member of the front pillar section may become flat-tapped. If it does 
in this way, by containing a goods holder, this goods holder will become flat-tapped with a lining 
member, and it will not be conspicuous. 

[0007] In the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 1, since 
opening was formed in the lining member inside the front pillar section and the goods holder was 
attached in this opening free [ rotation ], even if this lining member has comparatively narrow width 
of face and is formed on the curved surface, a goods holder is certainly attached in the lining 
member inside the front pillar section. Moreover, by rotating a goods holder since it is selectable to 
the exposure location which is the outside of said lining member about the location of this goods 
holder, and the stowed position which is the inside of a lining member This goods holder can be 
hidden inside a lining member in being able to take goods in and out easily in locating this goods 
holder in the exposure location which is the outside of a lining member, and locating a goods holder 
in the stowed position which is the inside of a lining member. 

[0008] In claim 1, as for the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of 
claim 2, said goods holder has the cylinder-like-object-with-base-like pocket section. As long as 
said pocket section is a cylinder like object with base-like, what kind of appearance is sufficient as 
it, and it may attach the lid further blockaded for the up opening in the pocket section, enabling free 
closing motion. 

[0009] In the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 2, since 
said goods holder has the cylinder-like-object-with-base-like pocket section not to mention the 
same operation effectiveness as claim 1 being acquired, it is taking goods in and out of the pocket 
section, and these goods can be taken in and out of a goods holder easily. 

[0010] In claims 1 or 2, as for the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods 
holder of claim 3, said goods holder has the engagement section which can engage with goods free [ 
engaging and releasing ]. As said engagement section, what pinches goods elastically from right and 
left, for example, and the thing elastically engaged in the periphery section of goods are mentioned. 
[001 1] In the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 3, since 
said goods holder has the engagement section which can engage with goods free [ engaging and 
releasing ] not to mention the same operation effectiveness as claims 1 or 2 being acquired, it is 
making goods engage and release the engagement section, and these goods can be taken in and out 
of a goods holder easily. 
[0012] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, with reference to a drawing, the example of a gestalt of 
operation of the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of this invention 
is explained. 

(Example of the 1st operation gestalt) It is a perspective view for the front view in which drawing 1 
</A> - drawing 3 showing the 1st example of the attachment structure to the front pillar section of 
the goods holder concerning this invention, and showing the condition that drawing 1 looked at the 
front pillar section of an automobile from an automatic in the car one, the cross-sectional view 
showing the condition that drawing 2 attached the goods holder in the front pillar section, and 
drawing 3 to explain this drawing of longitudinal section, and for drawing 4 explain the operation of a 
goods holder. 

[0013] In these drawings, a sign 1 shows the front pillar section of an automobile. Inside the iron 
front pillar body which this front pillar section 1 does not illustrate, and this front pillar body, it 
consists of lining members 2 made of resin prepared as covered this front pillar body, and gets down, 
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and predetermined spacing is prepared between this lining member 2 and a front pillar body. 
[0014] Opening 3 is formed in said lining member 2. This opening 3 is opening of the shape of a 
rectangle formed when carrying out injection molding of the lining member 2, and that magnitude is 
greatly formed a little from the appearance of the goods holder 5 mentioned later. Moreover, vertical 
opposite is carried out at the inner circumference section of said opening 3, and the holes 4 and 4 of 
a pair are formed on the same axle. 

[0015] The goods holder 5 is arranged by said opening 3. This goods holder 5 has pocket section 5a 
which makes the shape of a cylinder like object with base as shown in drawing 4 , and the periphery 
wall of this pocket section 5a consists of monotonous top-like substrate section 5b and side plate 
section 5c which makes tabular [ which was formed in this substrate section 5b in one / curved ]. 
Heights 6 and 6 counter said holes 4 and 4 at the vertical end face of substrate section 5b which 
constitutes said pocket section 5a, it is formed on the same axle, and said goods holder 5 is 
attached in opening 3 free [ rotation ] by inserting said heights 6 and 6 in these holes 4 and 4 free [ 
sliding ] at the circumference of a shaft. 

[001 6] And the exposure location which is the outside of said lining member 2 as shows the location 
of this goods holder 5 to drawing 4 (a) by rotating this goods holder 5, When it is supposed in the 
stowed position which is the inside of the lining member 2 as shown in drawing 4 R> 4 (b) that it is 
selectable and this goods holder 5 is in a stowed position After being able to hold the goods of 
portable telephone 10 grade and sampling goods, it can be made to rotate and can return to a 
stowed position. Moreover, when it is in said stowed position, the goods holder 5 is attached as the 
front face of substrate section 5b of this goods holder 5 becomes flat-tapped with the front face of 
said lining member 2. Therefore, by containing the goods holder 5, this goods holder 5 becomes 
flat-tapped with the lining member 2, and as for a **** shelf, appearance becomes good, and it will 
become suitable as interior parts of an automobile. 

[0017] In addition, in the lower limit section of said lining member 2, as shown in drawing 1 , the 
loudspeaker 12 and the microphone 13 are built in, the loudspeaker and microphone of a portable 
telephone 10 are this loudspeaker 12 and a microphone 13 connectable electrically by inserting a 
portable telephone 10 in pocket section 5a of said goods holder 5, and it can talk now with the 
exterior with a portable telephone 10 by this at hand free. Therefore, a portable telephone 10 can be 
used for insurance also in an automobilism. Moreover, while not inserting the portable telephone 10 
in pocket section 5a, it is taking goods, such as a writing implement and a passing ticket of a 
highway, in and out of this pocket section 5a, and these goods can be taken in and out of the goods 
holder 5 easily. 

[0018] Since according to the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the above goods 
holders opening 3 was formed in the lining member 2 inside the front pillar section and the goods 
holder 5 was attached in this opening 3 free [ rotation ], even if this lining member 2 has 
comparatively narrow width of face and is formed on the curved surface, the goods holder 5 can be 
certainly attached in this lining member 2. Moreover, by rotating the goods holder 5 since it is 
selectable to the exposure location which is the outside of said lining member 2 about the location 
of this goods holder 5, and the stowed position which is the inside of the lining , member 2 In case 
goods are taken in and out of this goods holder 5 In being able to take goods in and out easily, and 
locating the goods holder 5 in a stowed position in locating this goods holder 5 in an exposure 
location Since this goods holder 5 can be hidden inside a lining member, this goods holder 5 can be 
shapely stored in the front pillar section of an automobile, and, therefore, appearance becomes good. 

[0019] (Example of the 2nd operation gestalt) The front view and drawing 6 which drawing 5 and 
drawing 6 show the 2nd example of the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods 
holder concerning this invention, and show the condition that drawing 5 looked at the front pillar 
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section of an automobile from an automatic in the car one are a perspective view for explaining the 
operation of a goods holder. Since the point that the 2nd example shown in drawing 5 and drawing 6 
differs from said 1st example is the configuration of a goods holder, it explains this point, attaches 
the same sign about the configuration of other intersections, and omits that explanation. 
[0020] Opening 3a is formed in said lining member 2. It is formed greatly a little, vertical opposite of 
whether this opening 3a is almost equal to the appearance of the goods holder 15 mentioned later is 
carried out at the inner circumference section of this opening 3a t and the hole (illustration 
abbreviation) of a pair is formed on the same axle. The goods holder 15 is arranged in said opening 
3a. This goods holder 15 was really fabricated by resin, as shown in drawing 5 and drawing 6 , is 
equipped with the body 16 of a holder which makes abbreviation rectangular plate-like, the 1st 
engagement sections 17 and 17 formed in the vertical both ends of this body 16 of a holder, and the 
2nd engagement section 18 formed in the lower limit section of the body 16 of a holder, and is 
constituted. 

[0021] Said 1st engagement section 17 is constituted by the claw parts 17a and 17a of a 
right-and-left pair, and that of these claw parts 17a and 17a is elastically [ from the condition shown 
in drawing 5 and drawing 6 to an outside ] possible for bending. It sets up narrowly a little whether 
spacing of claw parts 17a and 17a is almost equal to the width of face of a portable telephone 
(goods) 10, and the point of claw parts 17a and 17a is curving smoothly inside. Moreover, the 
distance during the upper and lower sides of the 1st engagement sections 17 and 17 is short set up 
a little from the die length of a portable telephone 10. 

[0022] And in order to engage a portable telephone 10 with the 1st engagement sections 17 and 17 
of the above-mentioned configuration This portable telephone 10 by pushing between claw part 17a 
of the 1st engagement section 17, and 17a These claw parts 17a and 17a bend outside elastically, 
this portable telephone 10 is inserted between claw part 17a and 17a, and it carries out by pinching 
a portable telephone 10 from right and left by these claw parts 17a and 17a because these claw 
parts 17a and 17a carry out an elastic return. Moreover, since claw parts 17a and 17a are elastically 
bent by beginning to pull the portable telephone 10 which is engaging with the 1st engagement 
sections 17 and 17 outside, a portable telephone 10 can be removed from the 1st engagement 
sections 1 7 and 1 7 by it. 

[0023] Said 2nd engagement section 18 was formed between claw part 17a of the 1st engagement 
section 17 of the lower limit section, and 17a, and the claw parts 18a and 18a which make 
abbreviation half ****** are formed in the right-and-left side. That path was small formed a little 
from the diameter of writing implements (goods), such as a pencil and a ball-point, and this claw part 
18a engages with the periphery section of this writing implement elastically. And in the 
above-mentioned 2nd engagement section 18, while this writing implement engages with claw part 
18a elastically by forcing a writing implement, it is pinched by this claw part 18a and said claw part 
17a, and can remove from claw part 18a by beginning to pull. Moreover, since said 2nd engagement 
section 18 is formed between claw part 17a of the 1st engagement section 17 of the lower limit 
section, and 17a, it is in the condition of having made said portable telephone 10 engaging with the 
engagement sections 17 and 17, and functions by contacting the lower limit section of this portable 
telephone 10 also as a stopper which prevents fall of this portable telephone 10. 
[0024] The hole of a pair with which Heights 16a and 16a were formed in the vertical end face of 
said body 16 of a holder at said opening 3a is countered, it is formed on the same axle, and said 
goods holder 15 is attached in opening 3a free [ rotation ] by inserting said heights 16a and 16a in 
the hole of this pair free [ sliding ] at the circumference of a shaft. 

[0025] And the exposure location which is the outside of said lining member 2 as shows the location 
of this goods holder 15 to drawing 6 (a) by rotating this goods holder 15, When it is supposed in the 
stowed position which is the inside of the lining member 2 as shown in drawing 6 (b) that it is 
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selectable and this goods holder 15 is in a stowed position After being able to hold the goods of 
portable telephone 10 grade and sampling goods, it can be made to rotate and can return to a 
stowed position. Moreover, when it is in said stowed position, the goods holder 15 is attached as the 
rear face of the body 16 of a holder of this goods holder 15 becomes flat-tapped with the front face 
of said lining member 2. Therefore, by containing the goods holder 15, this goods holder 15 becomes 
flat-tapped with the lining member 2, and as for a **** shelf, appearance becomes good, and it will 
become suitable as interior parts of an automobile. 

[0026] In addition, in the lower limit section of said lining member 2, as shown in drawing 1 , the 
loudspeaker 12 and the microphone 13 are built in, the loudspeaker and microphone of a portable 
telephone 10 are this loudspeaker 12 and a microphone 13 connectable electrically by equipping said 
goods holder 15 with a portable telephone 10, and it can talk now with the exterior with a portable 
telephone 10 by this at hand free. Therefore, a portable telephone 10 can be used for insurance also 
in an automobilism. 

[0027] Since according to the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the above goods 
holders opening 3a was formed in the lining member 2 inside the front pillar section and the goods 
holder 15 was attached in this opening 3a free [ rotation ], even if this lining member 2 has 
comparatively narrow width of face and is formed on the curved surface, the goods holder 15 can be 
certainly attached in this lining member 2. Moreover, since said goods holder 15 has the 1st 
engagement sections 17 and 17 and the 2nd engagement section 18 which can engage with a 
portable telephone 10 and a writing implement free [ engaging and releasing ], it can take easily this 
portable telephone 10 and a writing implement in and out of the goods holder 15 by making a 
portable telephone 10 and a writing implement engage and release the engagement sections 17 and 
18, and is very convenient. Furthermore, by rotating the goods holder 15 since it is selectable to the 
exposure location which is the outside of said lining member 2 about the location of this goods 
holder 15, and the stowed position which is the inside of the lining member 2 In case goods are 
taken in and out of this goods holder 15 In being able to take goods in and out easily, and locating 
the goods holder 15 in a stowed position in locating this goods holder 15 in an exposure location 
Since this goods holder 15 can be hidden inside a lining member, this goods holder 15 can be 
shapely stored in the front pillar section of an automobile, and, therefore, appearance becomes good. 



[Effect of the Invention] Since according to the attachment structure to the front pillar section of 
the goods holder of claim 1 of this invention opening was formed in the lining member inside the 
front pillar section and the goods holder was attached in this opening free [ rotation ] as explained 
above, a goods holder can be certainly attached in this lining member. Moreover, by rotating said 
goods holder since it is selectable to the exposure location which is the outside of said lining 
member about the location of this goods holder, and the stowed position which is the inside of a 
lining member In being able to take goods in and out easily, and locating a goods holder in a stowed 
position in locating a goods holder in an exposure location Since this goods holder can be hidden 
inside a lining member, this goods holder can be shapely stored in the front pillar section, and, 
therefore, appearance becomes good. 

[0029] According to the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 
2, while being able to acquire the same effectiveness as claim 1, since said goods holder has the 
cylinder-like-object-with-base-like pocket section, it can take these goods in and out of a goods 
holder easily for taking goods in and out of the pocket section, and is convenient for use of goods, 



[0030] According to the attachment structure to the front pillar section of the goods holder of claim 
3, since said goods holder both has the engagement section which can engage with goods free [

can be easily taken in and out of a goods holder by making goods engage and release the 
engagement section, and it is convenient for use of goods, and receipt.
